In the midst of ongoing, medi- 
ated negotiations between the Wil- 
mington School Department and 
the Wilmington Teachers Associa- 
tion, the latter group has issued a 
statement in the form of a letter 
addressed “To the Parents of Our 
Students.” 

The letter, signed by WTA 
President Carol J. Hayes and dated 
“June 1996,” was apparently mail- 
ed to parents - one for each stu- 
dent they have in the Wilmington 
system. 

In the letter, which begins by 
informing parents that “despite 
more than seven months of nego- 
tiations, Wilmington teachers are 
ending the school year without 
having reached agreement with 
the School Committee on a new 
contract,” Hayes attacks both the 
committee and “local newspap- 
ers.” 

“Local newspapers have not 
accurately reported contract nego- 
tiations,” the letter reads. “Some 
School Committee members have 
attacked the teachers with distor- 
tions and outright lies. For exam- 
ple, the teachers do not receive 
$5,000 longevity pay after 30 
years of service as was reported in 
The Town Crier [emphasis in 
original]. In fact, teachers re- 
ceive no additional longevity bo- 
nuses after 25 years.” 

The Town Crier is not aware of 
any reference to “longevity pay” 
in its pages. 

The letter continues to state that 
“Wilmington teachers have refus- 
ed to dignify these lies with a pub- 
lic response. We believe these 
inaccurate reportings reflect a 


hostility that only damages our 
schools.” 

Public comment on negotiations 
in any form has been thin. Both 
sides agreed not to discuss speci- 
fics concerning the negotiations. 
The only known public discourse 
prior to the letter came at a May 8 
school committee meeting when 
Hayes, with more than 50 other 
teachers present, read a statement 
in the wake of the breakdown of 
the collaborative bargaining pro- 
cess between the two sides. 

Collaborative bargaining, a 
more harmonious alternative to 


traditional offer, counter-offer 
collective bargaining, was tried 
and failed. A mediator was then 
called in 

At that time, Hayes said the 
teachers “discovered that the 
administration and school com- 
mittee members ... were more 
interested in confrontation than, 
collaboration 

“Now that [collaborative bar- 
gaining] has failed,” she read, “we 
feel the negative attitude of the 
[negotiations] subcommittee will 
damage that entire [Wilmington 
education] community.” 

The school committee did not 
comment on that statement. 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell said at the 
time simply that the negotiating 
team's perceptions would natur- 
ally be different 

That negotiating team is com- 
prised of O'Donnell, school busi- 
ness manager Peter Rock, Town 
Manager Michael Caira and school 
committee members Judson Miller 
and Paul Palizzolo, who chairs the 
group. 


Palizzolo, who said the negotia- 
tions are “ongoing” and “progres- 
sing,” expressed disappointment 
over the letter 

“I'm disappointed in their act- 
ion,” he said. “But [the school 
committee] is going to discuss it 
and decide what to do - whether to 
respond to it or ignore it.” 

O'Donnell and Rock were at a 
workshop this week and could not 
be reached. 

But many parents around town 
were buzzing about the letter. 
Most seem put off, surprised or 
confused by the correspondence, 
though theories abound as to both 
its intent and meaning. 

Some appeared worried by 
language near the letter's close 
that some feel suggests the threat 
of a strike by teachers. 

“However, | can say that a 
settlement will be reached only if 
compromise and good faith by 
both parties is present. Continued 
attacks and intentional misstate- 
ments will only worsen the situa- 
tion,” the statement reads 

“The WTA is committed to 
negotiating throughout the sum- 
mer so that, when school opens on 
August 26th, a new contract will 


be in place. The teachers can then 
devote their full attention to 
teaching your children. We fer- 
vently hope the School Committee 
will join us in this commitment.” 

Some parents used phrases such 
as “pressure” and “scare-tactics” 
and some wondered what the 
teachers wanted from the parents. 
All seemed to suggest a definite 
lack of sympathy for the teachers 
cause.

WHO WILL INHERIT 
YOU IRA? 


One way to keep IRA money out 
of Uncle Sam's hands as long as 
possible is to name a child or 
grandchild beneficiary. When, at 
70 1/2 you must start withdrawing 
assets according to an actuarial 
formula based on your joint life 
expectancy, you get a longer 
payout (not that long, though; a 
nonspousal beneficiary adds only 
10 years). If you die before 70 1/2, 
that heir can take out everything 
within five years and pay taxes on 
it or withdraw according to his or 
her own life expectancy, a better 
tax deal. 

A spouse can roll over the 
proceeds to his or her own IRA, 
perhaps naming other, younger 
beneficiaries. If the money is left in 
your IRA, there's no penalty for a 
spouse tapping it before 59 1/2. 

After 70 1/2, though, a 
nonspousal beneficiary is locked 
into your payout plan. The 
term-certain method fixes the 
percentage taken out each year. In 
the recalculation method, -it 
changes each year, but the account 
must be emptied, and taxes paid - 
shortly after you die.

As a general rule, I support teachers. | happen to think they are charged 
with society's most important job. By way of comparison, one may feel that 
doctors are more important - they save lives. But how valuable is that life 
if the person can't read or write, fix a motor, type, or ... save a life? I also 
happen to favor the 180-day work year and feel that society should readjust 
its priorities a little bit so that professional athletes don’t earn something like 
100 times what a teacher makes. 

That said, there is something very unreasonable going on with the 
Wilmington Teachers Association, which over the past couple of weeks has 
distributed a letter authored by its president, Carol Hayes, to Wilmington 
Parents attacking both the press and the school committee.

As residents of Wilmington and 
founders of the Train Committee, 
we would like to express our 
appreciation and sincere gratitude 
for the recent success of our State 
Representative James Miceli and 
Senator Bruce Tarr. 

As a result of their ongoing 
commitment to the public safety 
of our citizens and our neighbor- 
hoods, a more than six-year-old 
battle by this committee has been 
won. Although it’s been a long 
time coming, the news is out that 
the three remaining ungated rail- 
road crossings in our town, speci- 
fically Glen Road, Salem Street 
and Clark Road, will at last be up- 
graded with new gates and warn- 
ing devices by Dec. 31, 1996. 

Since legislation introduced by 
both Senator Tarr and Represen- 
tative Miceli, as an amendment to 
the Transportation Bond Bill, was 
recently approved by Governor 
Weld, we are extremely pleased 
with the achievements made dur- 
ing the past year or more.

Riding his hog for the cure

Be forewarned: Biker Mic from 
North Wilmington is revving up 
his engine in his Harley to help 
kids with cancer on the Ronald 
McDonald Run. 

“Biker Mic” is David McKenzie 
and on Sunday, July 28, he and 
about 10,000 of his biker buddies 
(50 or more of which will hail 
from McKenzie’s Merrimack Val- 
ley Harley Owners Group, or yes, 
HOG) will hit the road from Ded- 
ham to Maynard. The annual 
event raises money for McDon- 
ald’s children charities, specifi- 
cally kids with cancer. 

McKenzie, 31, and a regular 
caller to the Sunday Night Fever 


program on Eagle 93.7, knows a 
thing or two about cancer. 

In the late summer of 1990, 
when he was 25, doctors diag- 
nosed McKenzie with Hodgkin's 
disease, characterized in part by 
the progressive swelling of the 
lymph nodes, spleen and liver. It 
was caught in the nick of time. 

When the cancer was found, it 
had already progressed to the 
point where if it remained un- 
treated, doctors told McKenzie he 
could expect to live for just three 
months to a year. Fortunately, 
with chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments, the disease is curable. 
After a year of both, McKenzie’s 
Hodgkin's was in remission. It

has not returned. 

While the diagnosis may have 
come just in time, the cancer 
attacked McKenzie at a time in his 
life when personal problems were 
already weighing heavily. With 
the cancer treatments, McKenzie, 
a Star Route truck driver, was 
forced out of work for a year, a 
year of soul-searching and sick- 
ness. 

“Il was not too sure what to do 
with myself,” he recalled of those 
painful months. “I would lie in 
bed, sick to my stomach - | felt 
like I was going to die.” 

And though he admits it was 
very hard to do, McKenzie used in 
part his battle with Hodgkin's to 
“patch stuff up” and “leave well 
enough alone” in his personal life 
and to get on with the rest of it. 

“It changed my life,” he said 
simply. 

A big part of that has been his 
philanthropic work with Merri- 
mack Valley HOG, a group Mc- 
Kenzie is quick to distance from 
stereotypical biker gangs. 

Harley Owners Groups are 
everywhere, and with events like 
the MDA Poker Run (sponsored 
by the Merrimack Valley chapter 
earlier this month) and the Ride 


for Sight with the Pepperell Lions 
Club on the docket, the group 
does its share to give back to the 
community. 

The Ronald McDonald Run, 
sponsored by the Boston HOG 
chapter, is the largestnof its kind 
in the area. Bikers pay a $15 
sign-up fee and will have State 
Police escorts to the Maynard Rod 
and Gun Club, where there will be 
food, fun and games, including 
motorcycle field events. One of 
those events encompasses food, 
fun and games - the hot dog bite, 
where participants bite at hot dogs 
suspended from strings while rid- 
ing on the back of a bike. 

For McKenzie, the Ronald 
Donald Run, by virtue of 
cause it supports, is most spect 
of all. He can relate to those he 
trying to help. 

“This is my reason to ride bé 
cause I see those kids suffer and 
know what they’re goin 
through,” he said. 

So if you see “Biker Mic” out 
on his Harley or hear him re- 
questing some Donna Summer: 
song on a Sunday night, give him 
a tip of the cap - he beat his 
cancer and now he’s helping oth- 
ers to do the same.

lin sold LifeLine Ambulance 
Service, the company he found- 
ed with two ambulances and 
four employees and expanded to 
50 vehicles with 230 employees, 
the Reading resident recalls, "I 
never envisioned myself again 
involved with medical emergen- 
cies or interacting with those 
suffering from them. Yet, here I 
am." 
Sittpg in office space donat- 
ed by Beverly Flight Center 
owner Arne Nordeide, he muses 
about the events that have led 
him to launch Angel Flight NE. 
"I had retired and was pursu- 
ing my interest in and love of 
music, and at the same time I 
started taking flying lessons 
because getting a pilot's license 
is another thing I've always 
wanted to do. In the winter after 
I received my private pilot's 
license, I happened to read an 
article in FLYING Magazine 
about Angel Flight in California, 
one of 23 volunteer pilot organi- 
zations that fly for public benefit 
throughout the country. Its mis- 
sion is so impressive that it has 
won the commendation of 
President Bill Clinton." 
Although the statistics speak 
volumes - through 1995 volun- 
teer pilot organizations have 
flown more than 30 thousand 
patients over 15 million miles at 
no cost to the patient, to their 


families or to hospitals - the 
program accomplishes more 
than transporting people from 
one location to another. 

"In some cases, the flights 
offer people a chance, perhaps 
their only chance, to survive," 
Mullen explains. 

"Hospitals throughout the 
country are granted funding for 
specific research. So, in Texas, 
for instance, a hospital may be 
working on a particular type of 
cancer and patients in the 
north, who have that condition 
may have to go all the way to 
Texas to get experimental treat- 
ment." 

Getting to that medical ex- 
pertise, however, may prove an 
insurmountable financial bur- 
den. 

"Those who can afford to fly 
to medical help don't contact 
us," Camerlin declares. "The 
people who need the help of 
Angel Flight are usually 
involved in long term, chronic, 
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life threatening illness. If it's a 
child and the parents were both 
working, the mother may have 
had to quit her job to be with 
the child through weeks, per- 
haps months of inpatient hospi- 
tal treatment as well as exten- 
sive out patient care. There's 
loss of income. Often insurance 
benefits are used up and the 
family is financially drained by 
the out of pocket expenses for 
co-payments not to mention that 
they're emotionally over- 
whelmed by the havoc the ill- 
ness has wreaked on the fami- 
ly's stability. That's usually 
where they are when they turn 
to Angel Flight." 

Reading about the service 
"sparked" Camerlin. "That story 
just clicked with me! What an 
opportunity to help people! And 
then I found out that all of New 
England and New York state has 
no such organization, no group 
to do this! 

"So I called Eugene Loubier, 
the former president of Win- 
chester Hospital, and we con- 
tacted Children's Hospital in 
Boston to see if there was a 
need." 

Children's Hospital director 
of social services Kay Keaney 
and social worker Cecelia Matos 
assured both men that there was 
a need for their service. 

For more information, 
Keaney referred Camerlin to the 
National Air Care Alliance 
(NACA) in Manassas Virginia, 
with its National Air Transport 
Hotline, directing Camerlin to 
NACA president Ed Boyer. 

"NACA has identified New 
England as an area of extensive 
need. Gene and I called Ed and 
explained that we'd read about 
Angel Flight and we wanted to 
start one in New England and 
Ed called our decision ‘a bless- 
ing’ because there was a gap in 
the northeast and New York." 

Camerlin committed himself, 
his personal resources, includ- 
ing thousands of dollars, to fill 
the breach. 

"I told Ed, ‘I'm your guy,' 
and he promised to give me as 
much guidance and assistance 
as possible." 

Immediately Camerlin sought 
legal support. "I needed a lot of 
start up documents and ser- 
vices, so I turned to the 102 year 
old law firm of Edwards and 
Angell, to my corporate counsel

“The Educational Council 
consisted of 13 members, includ- 
ing two students from the high 
school.” 


Revisions 
revisited 


“Some revisions were pre- 
sented to the current attendance 
policy,” notes the Tewksbury 
“Town Crier in an article devot- 
ed to the high school improve- 
ment plan.” 

“According to the report pre- 
sented to the school committee, 
in a five credit course, a student 
who exceeds six absences in one 
marking term does not fulfill the 
requirements to earn 1.25 cred- 
its. 

“In a 2.5 credit course that 
meets yearly, a student who has 
more than three absences in one 
term has not fulfilled the 


requirements to earn .625 cred- 
its. 

“Finally, in a 2.5 credit 
semester course, a student who 
misses six classes during one 
marking term has not fulfilled 
the requirements to earn 1.25 
credits.” 


Restoration 
Policy 


“Students can, however, 
restore credits if they have too 
many classes missed in any one 
term.,” continues the Tewksbury 
“Town Crier.” 

“According to the report, a 
lost credit in a five credit course 
will ‘be restored if a student has 
more than six absences for a 
class in only one term, exclud- 
ing term four, and does not 
exceed a total of 20 absences for 
the year’ 

“A lost credit in a 2.5 credit 
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What an improvement! 


course that meets yearly will be 
regained if a student ‘has more 
than three absences from a 
class in only one term, exclud- 
ing term four, and does not 
exceed a total of 10 absences for 
the year’ 

“Lastly, a lost credit in a 25 
credit semester course will be 
restored ‘if a student has more 
than six absences from a class 
in only one term, excluding 


term four, and does not exceed a 
total of 10 absences for the 
semester” 


Exceptions 

“There are exceptions” (to 
the proposed attendance policy) 
“for students with prolonged ill- 
ness, so long as that student has 
documentation from a doctor 
stating the nature of the illness,” 
notes the Tewksbury “Town 
Crier.” 

“There will be an attendance 
review board, which will consist 
of three teachers, the school 
nurse, a counselor, and the 
assistant principal. This board 
will meet four times a year to 
review attendance, to hold hear- 
ings for students with excessive 
absences. 

“Committee member Scott J. 
Consaul was leery of this plan, 
stating he didn’t think it was 
right for students who suffered 
long illnesses to have to get a 
doctor’s note. Fellow committee 
member Ruth Perrin defended 
the policy, saying that some stu- 
dents may forge their own note. 
Consaul voted against the atten- 
dance policy when it came time 
for the committee to vote. The 
new attendance policy passed 3- 
1, with member Doug Sears not 
present.” 


Probing 


questions 


“Another topic covered in the 
report,” continues the 
Tewksbury “Town Crier” in an 
article concerning school atten- 
dance policies, “was academic 
probation. Any student who is 


passing four major subjects, but 
is failing two or more courses 
will be put on academic proba- 
tion. During that time, they will 
not be able to participate in 
school sports or other school 
sponsored activities. The proba- 
tion lasts from the time report 
cards are issued until the next 
progress report. 

“Also, students who face sus- 
pension will not be able to

attend any school function from 
the moment they are placed 
under suspension. That includes 
all sports events, dances, and 
other activities offered by the 
high school.

Hodge, who offered to do this 
work pro bono. He drew up arti- 
cles of incorporation, and filed 
with the IRS to make us a 
501(¢)(3) non profit organiza- 
tion." 

Attorney Hodges predicts the 
program “will gain tremendous 
momentum. This is a great pro- 
gram sponsored by a great guy," 
he says. "I've known and repre- 
sented Larry Camerlin for fif- 
teen years and I've seen him 
accomplish a lot of good in that 
time. I'm delighted that 
Edwards and Angell was able to 
support his effort by organizing 
Angel Flight of New England 
and representing it on a pro 
bono basis." 

While legal arrangements 
were being attended to, 
Camerlin's friends donated 
labor to get his office operative. 
Bob Surrette of Surrette Build- 
ing, Wakefield, Ron Collins 
Electric, Glen Adams, carpet by 
Village Carpet, Reading, Ralph 
Brown of Brown's Paint and 
Wallpaper "pitched in and did 
the work," according to 
Camerlin. 

TASC Corporation of Reading 
offered to create all media 
graphics, including those for 
color brochures. Acknowledging 
the worthiness of Angel Flight, 
Dixie Clark, manager of media 
services, assured that "TASC is 
pleased to support the organiza- 
tion in its mission of helping 
people." Protocol Communi- 
cation offered to provide round 
the clock answering service to 
Angel Flight at no charge. 

Before those start up chores 
were finished, however, the tele- 
phone began to ring. 

“The need is so intense that 
before we got established we 
had to start meeting them," is 
the way Camerlin describes the 
experience (Estimates based on 
a survey of eleven major med- 


ical centers throughout New 
England project that as many 
as 450 families will call upon 
Angel Flight NE in its first year, 
with demand doubling in its sec- 
ond and third year.) 

One of those calls came from 
the parents of a 15 year old girl 
in upstate New York who urgent- 
ly needed to get her to Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute in 
Boston "but who couldn't afford 
the means to do so," Camerlin 
recounts. 

Angel Flight immediately dis- 
patched a crew and had her at 
Dana Farber within four hours 
of receiving the call. 

Another request came from 
Jerry and Sharon Kerouak of 
Manchester, New Hampshire. 
Patrick, their seven year old 
son, had to get to the National 
Children's Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C. 

"Two years ago Patrick was 
diagnosed with ependymoma, a 
brain tumor that's not rare but 
not that common," Jerry 
relates. "He was operated on in 
Manchester, the tumor was 
removed, and he had a year of 
experimental radiation. Every- 
thing went along okay, and then 
he started having back pains." 

This time tumors were found 
in Patrick's spine and brain. 
Sharon and Jerry took Patrick 
to Boston to Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute where they 
offered experimental treatment. 

"It didn't work," says Jerry. 
"But there was a new drug being 
used in Washington D.C. It took 
us nine hours to drive there but 
the treatment didn't happen. 
Available slots are rare." 

Once Patrick was accepted in 
the program, treatment protocol 
required that he be in Washing- 
ton for "doses every four 
weeks." Jerry and Sharon 
turned to Angel Flight. 

"Patrick is doing well," Jerry 
reports. "He has to go back 
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down to DC for another dose in 
four weeks and he has to be 
there for testing. Angel Flight 
has treated Patrick like a king!" 

Beverly Flight Center 
instructors (Camerlin "wrote 
stringent flight guideline 
requirements for Angel Flight 
pilots in the interest of safety") 
have volunteered to fly Angel 
Flight missions and Camerlin 
has called on Reading neighbor, 
retired TWA Captain Roger 
D'Entrement to serve as Angel 
Flight director of flight safety. 

"Angel Flight is a wonderful 
commitment. We're providing a 
vital service," D'Entrement 
declares. "But we need more 
pilots who are willing to volun- 
teer their time and their aircraft 
to fly missions!" 

The service's immediate 
requirements are three fold, 
Camerlin explains, "a three 
legged stool: pilot recruitment 
and education, patient recruit- 
ment, that is, to alert social 
workers, hospital personnel and 
physicians that we're here, and 
funding development. 

"Basically," he states bluntly, 
we need a half million dollars. 

"We need to have an all 
weather plane to fiy above the 
bad weather we encounter in the 
northeast and to be winter wor- 


ly. 

“Recently we had a referral 
from a social worker at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Medical Center in Worcester to 
take a kid with fanconia anemia, 
arare form of children's cancer, 
to the only place in the country 
doing research on this, 
Cincinnati Children's Hospital. 

"He had to get to his appoint- 
ment, had to make it, only the 
day of his flight, severe thunder- 
storms stretched from here to 
Ohio at altitudes of 800 feet up 
to 24 thousand feet. Currently, 
the planes of our volunteer 
pilots have a top altitude of 10 
thousand feet. 

"For awhile we worried he 
was going to miss this opportu- 
nity for help. Finally, we got 
him booked on a commercial 
flight, at a fare of $280 per per- 
son for his dad, who was out of 
work, and himself.": 

Camerlin purchased one of 
the tickets. 

Willing as he is to underwrite 
many of Angel Flight expenses, 
he knows that as the demand 
grows he "just can't afford it." 

Those who work with him are 
amazed at his generosity, his 
outpouring of energy through 60 
hour work weeks. "I never 
planned to be in a start up situa- 
tion like this," he smiles, “but 
that's what it's taking. So we 
need many “earth angels’ who 
don't fly but will volunteer to 
give us a hand." 

He interrupts himself to hail 
Mia Donnelly, senior instructor 
for Beverly Flight Center.

Resting between flight lessons, 
Donnelly slips into one of 
Cameriin's three office chairs. 

“Will you fly for us?" he 
asked. "We need to take a moth- 
er and her young child who's 
terminal back home. I'll co- 
pilot." 

In requesting Donnelly's 
help, Camerlin has initiated a 
series of steps in the lengthy 
process that must precede every 
Angel Flight. 

"We don't just get in the 
plane and fly," he and Donnelly 
explain. 

Although all patients must be 
medically stable and ambulato- 
ry to qualify for an Angel 
Flight, physicians must fill out 
medical release/flight authoriza- 
tion forms, patient release 
forms, and instrument flight 
plans must be prepared. Long 
trips (over 700 miles) require 
linkage with Angel Flight orga- 
nizations located in other areas. 

"All of that might take any- 
where from 10 to 25 calls to 
coordinate a mission, plus 
there's the pilot's preparation 
time," says Camerlin. 

Donnelly nods and rises. Her 
student pilot is ready for a les- 
son. She turns to Camerlin. 
"Yes, I'll fly the child with you." 

Camerlin thanks her, and 
"books" the six seat plané 
belonging to the Beverly Flight 
Center.

‘hammered out’ 


“Town Manager David 
Cressman’s new contract was 
hammered out by the Tewksbury 
selectmen recently prior to their 
weekly Tuesday night meeting,” 
notes the Tewksbury “Town 
Crier.” 

“The discussions were held 
behind closed doors, so that the 
negotiating strategy of the 
selectmen could be kept secret. 

“Cressman asked for three 
changes to his contract, and all 
three were granted. 

“The notification period, 
when the board of selectmen 
must announce that Cressman 
will, or will not, be given a new 
contract was extended to 180 
days from 135 days. 

“In 1998, Cressman’s tenth 
anniversary with the town, five 
more days of vacation will be 
added to the town manager's 


. Schedule, bringing his total to 20 


days. Cressman had asked for 
the same consideration as any 
other 10-year employee when 
vacation days were calculated. 

“Also, the town manager will 
see substantial pay raises in 
each of the three years of his 
contract. 


“The Annual Report of the 
town for last year said 
Cressman earned $79,539 but 
that total includes his three-per- 
cent longevity bonus and his car 
allowance. His pay ‘basis’ for 
last year was $74,000. 

“In January of next year, that 
basis. will rise to $78,000. The 
basis will increase again in 
January of 1998 to $82,000 and 
then up to $86,000 in January of 
1999...” 


'h 4.5% raise’ 


“In a unanimous vote, the 
Board of Selectmen voted to 
give Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner a 4.5% pay raise 
in FY’97,” notes the Reading 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.”
